Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  conversion  of 
pail  closets  into  water  closets  under  the  voluntary  scheme 
whereby  the  Corporation  pays  half  the  cost  per  conversion  up 
to  £3/10/0. 

The  first  conversion  under  the  scheme  was  carried  out  on 
the  30th  May,  1929.  The  total  number  of  conversions  up  to 
the  end  of  1935  was  2,226,  of  which  351  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  1935. 
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SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Surveyor.  Five  30  cwt.  Ford  Trucks  are 
in  use  for  the  removal  of  the  refuse.  The  methods  of  disposal 
are  by  pulverization  and  by  tipping  on  low  lying  land  to  a 
thickness  not  exceeding  6 feet  and  covering  with  soil. 

During  the  year,  4,650  loads  were  taken  to  the  tip. 

The  total  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  for 
the  year  was  £3,085.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1935. 

During  the  year  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  resigned  to 
take  up  other  appointments  within  a space  of  nine  months. 

It  is  more  than  thirty  years  since  the  Local  Government 
Board  recommended  the  appointment  of  one  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  each  10,000  of  population.  At  that  time  the  acts 
affecting  Public  Health  could  be  enumerated  on  one  hand. 
To-day,  acts,  orders  and  regulations  appear  with  unceasing 
regularity.  The  application  of  the  Housing  Acts  alone  would 
be  a one  man  job  in  a Borough  with  the  population  of  Goole. 
Much  good  work  has  been  done  by  inspectors  in  the  past. 
Much  remains  to  be  done  but  can  only  be  dealt  with  at  a slow 
pace  with  the  existing  inadequate  staff.  The  question  of  the 
appointment  of  a permanent  assistant  inspector  merits  the 
consideration  of  the  Council.  The  serious  effect  of  temporary 
dislocations  in  the  department  is  amply  reflected  in  the 
eomparative  tables  given  below.

HOUSING. 


Work  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1925  to  1935,  continues  to 
engage  the  major  part  of  the  Inspector’s  time.  The  inspection 
of  dwelling  houses,  recording  of  existing  conditions,  the 
drafting  and  service  upon  the  persons  having  control,  of 
schedules  of  works  necessary  to  bring  the  properties  up  to  a 
reasonable  state  of  fitness,  is  a task  of  considerable  magnitude. 
Work  in  progress  has  to  be  supervised,  dilatory  owners  have 
to  be  reminded  of  their  responsibilities  by  letters  and 
personal  visits.  Many  owners  only  need  the  requirements 
bringing  before  their  notice  and  the  work  is  ordered  and 
carried  out  with  expedition.  Others  are  most  reluctant  to 
carry  out  even  the  most  urgent  repairs  or  sanitary  improve- 
ments. Despite,  however,  the  delay  and  slowness  of 
procedure,  much  useful  work  has  been  accomplished.  The 
following  table,  the  headings  of  which  are  given  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1492,  shows  the  extent  of  the 
work  during  the  year.

THE  FIVE  YEAR  HOUSING  PROGRAMME. 

Early  in  1934  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a Housing  Programme,  which  it  was  felt  at  the  time, 
;was  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  town  and  in  propor- 
tion to  the  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district.  The 
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progress  which  had  been  made  with  this  programme  at  the 
31st  December,  1935,  is  shown  in  the  following  statement  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  832  houses  included  in  the 
programme,  555  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with,  among  which  are 
155  back-to-back  houses.  There  is  little  need  to  worry  about 
the  other  400  houses,  because  the  process  of  re-conditioning 
will  proceed  automatically  as  time  can  be  devoted  to  the  task. 
With  respect  to  the  back-to-back  houses  the  Council  would  do 
well  to  formulate  a definite  and  vigorous  policy  with  the 
object  of  eliminating  these  highly  undesirable  dwellings  by 
having  them  converted  into  through  houses  and  brought  up 
to  the  standard  of  fitness  indicated  in  the  Housing  Acts.  This 
will  necessitate  re-housing  some  of  the  displaced  families. 
These  particular  houses  all  possess  serious  sanitary  defects 
and  in  addition  need  extensive  repairs.

For  ordinary  or  ungraded  milk  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  has  adopted  the  following  arbitrary  standard 

Bacterial  Count  not  to  exceed  300,000  organisms  per  c.c. 
and  no  B.  Coli  in  .001  of  a c.c. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  gallons  per  day  from  three 
cowkeepers  within  the  district  all  the  milk  consumed  in  the 
town  is  imported  from  the  surrounding  rural  areas.  As  this 
Local  Authority  has  no  power  to  inspect,  or  means  of  control 
over  the  sources  of  production  of  its  milk  supply  from  outside 
sources,  frequent  and  regular  samples  of  milk  are  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Laboratory  for 
Bacteriological  Examination  and  Inoculation  Test  for 
Tuberculosis.  The  following  table  shows  the  results  of 
Bacteriological  Examinations  : —

“ordinary”  or 

ungraded  milk.  The  result  of  each  sample  was  sent  to  the 
retailer  and  producer  concerned  and  when  samples  were 
unsatisfactory,  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  responsible  for  the 
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inspection  of  the  source  of  production.  In  all  cases  willing 
assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Inspectors,  by  visits  and 
advising  the  producers  about  faulty  methods  of  production. 
In  this  way  much  good  work  has  been  done  and  many  farms 
regularly  send  in  milk  with  very  low  counts  and  free  from 
B.  Coli  but  there  are  others  who  just  as  regularly  send  in  milk 
with  high  counts  and/or  B.  Coli.  The  Health  and  Sanitation 
Committee  has  had  the  question  of  the  manner  of  dealing 
with  these  consistently  dirty  milks  but  a satisfactory  method 
has  not  yet  been  found. 

30  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  organisms.  3 samples  were  positive 
and  investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  County  Officers  at 
the  farms  where  the  milk  was  produced  but  with  no  definite 
results.  An  arrangement  has  now  been  made  that  all  samples 
of  milk  submitted  for  Bacterial  Examination  will  in  addition 
be  examined  for  Tuberculosis. 

GRADED  MILKS. 

One  local  society  holds  a licence  to  pasteurise  and  sell 
milk  as  pasteurised.  One  supplementary  licence  to  sell  Grade 
“A”  milk  has  been  issued  to  a producer  in  the  rural  area.  No 
samples  of  Graded  milks  were  taken  during  the  year. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  is 
administered  by  the  West  Biding  County  Council,  but  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  empowered  to  take  samples  of  milk. 
Pressure  of  other  work  has  prevented  the  inspector  from 
taking  any  samples  this  year. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

Generally  speaking,  the  milk  retailers  in  the  Borough 
carry  on  their  trade  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  in  cases 
where  minor  breaches  have  been  brought  to  their  notice,  they 
have  been  immediately  rectified.  The  small  milk  can  has 
disappeared,  having  been  ousted  by  the  glass  bottle,  which  in 
its  turn  will  be  displaced  by  the  carton  as  soon  as  the  demand 
is  large  enough  to  bring  the  price  down  to  an  economic  level. 
It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  many  consumers  still  place 
basins,  bottles  and  jugs  on  steps  and  similar  places  awaiting  the 
retailer,  where  they  are  subject  to  the  passing  attentions  of 
dogs  and  cats.  Even  an  empty  bottle  merits  higher  consider- 
ation. A window  sill  is  a much  more  suitable  place  for  a milk 
receptacle.  The  milk  trade  is  progressive  and  expanding. 
There  is  no  reason  why  every  drop  of  milk  consumed  in  Goole 


should  not  exceed  Grade  “A”  standard.  When  the  public 
insists  upon  a high  quality,  clean  milk,  delivered  in  a hygienic 
manner,  the  milk  trade  can  and  will  readily  respond.

Dairy  herds  in  the  district  are  examined  by  the  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  has  not  found 
it  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the  year. 


(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  the  public 
abattoir,  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  a horse  slaughter- 
house where  horses  are  slaughtered  and  sent  abroad  for 
human  consumption.  The  Meat  Inspector’s  duties  only  permit 
of  him  visiting  the  abattoir  twice  a day,  unless  he  is  specially 
sent  for.  At  other  times  the  abbattoir  superintendent  acts  as 
the  detention  officer.  When  disease  is  discovered,  the  carcase 
and  offal  are  examined  and  judged  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  circular  memo  62  (Poods),  but 
with  the  existing  inadequate  staff,  the  routine  inspection  of 
every  carcase  as  recommended  in  the  memorandum,  cannot  be 
applied.  The  abbattoir  is  maintained  in  an  excellent  state  of 
cleanliness.  No  occasion  has  arisen  for  legal  proceedings  in 
connection  with  meat,  or  the  slaughter  of  animals  ; all  con- 
demned meat  having  been  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
destroyed  thus

Butchers’  Shops,  Preparation  Rooms,  Provision  Shops, 
Market  stalls,  have  been  kept  under  observation  throughout 
the  year  and  wherever  defects  have  been  found,  immediate 
steps  have  been  taken  to  interview  the  proprietor  and  hare 
the  defect  remedied,  which  has  usually  been  accomplished 
without  delay.  The  premises  generally  are  satisfactory  as 
regards  structure  and  maintenance. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  33  fish  frying  premises  in  the  town  and  during 
the  year  16  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 
While  not  in  all  respects  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  struct- 
ure and  design,  the  premises  are  maintained  in  a clean  state, 
and  the  fish  fried  is  of  an  excellent  quality.  Minor  defects 
have  been  remedied  on  request. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  4 factory  bakehouses,  and  17  workshops  bake- 
houses in  the  Borough.  The  structural  conditions  in  one  are 
bad,  and  notice  for  extensive  works  of  repair  has  been  served 
on  the  occupier.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  bakehouses 
continues  to  be  high.  28  visits  were  made  during  the  7ear. 

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  and  the  other 
enactments  dealing  with  the  “ nature,  substance  or  quality  ” 
of  foodstuffs.  The  inspector  is  empowered  to  take  samples 
of  milk  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 
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(d)  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 

OF  FOOD. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  Laboratory.  (See  also  paragraphs 
(a)  and  (c). 


(e)  NUTRITION. 

No  special  propaganda  has  been  attempted  in  this 
direction. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  four  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough 
which  are  extremely  well  kept.  There  are  also  two  houses  let 
in  Lodgings  in  the  Borough.  Altogether  26  visits  of  inspection 
were  made. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  Borough. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

The  three  Cinemas  have  been  inspected  during  the  year 
and  a report  sent  to  the  County  Council,  in  conformity  with 
Circular  120  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  They  continue  to  be 
maintained  in  a highly  satisfactory  state.  A complaint  of 
rat  infestation  at  one  cinema  was  abated  by  the  re-condition- 
ing of  a nearby  stable. 

RAG  FLOCKS  ACTS. 

No  rag  hock  is  manufactured  in  the  district  and  only 
certified  sterilized  flocks  are  used.  No  samples  have  been 
taken. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

National  Rat  Week  was  again  observed  in  the  Borough 
on  precisely  the  same  lines  as  previous  years,  and  while  it  is 
believed  much  good  is  accomplished,  more  important,  though 
less  spectacular  work  has  been  carried  on  all  during  the  year, 
by  the  abolition  of  that  resort  of  the  rat,  the  dry  ash-pit,  the 
uncovered  wooden  refuse  bin,  and  the  pail  closet.  No  time 
or  trouble  is  spared  to  convince  owners  of  the  desirability  of 
substituting  water  closets  and  galvanized  iron  dustbins  for 
obsolete  and  insanitary  conveniences,  and  this  work  has  been 
repaid  with  great  success,  to  the  permanent  well-being  of  the 
town.  Advice  is  freely  given  and  poison  supplied  when  it 
can  be  used  with  safety  to  children  and  domestic  animals.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATED)  ACT,  1928. 

PETROLEUM  (CARBIDE  OF  CALCIUM)  ORDER,  1929. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  the  appointed  Inspector 
under  the  above  Acts.  During  the  year  28  licenses  were 
granted  to  store  Petroleum  Spirit  and  4 licenses  to  store 
Carbide  of  Calcium. 

The  maximum  amount  of  petroleum  spirit  allowed  to  be 
stored  in  accordance  with  the  licenses  is  38,045  gallons  and 
the  amount  of  carbide  is  20  cwts. 

The  income  derived  from  the  granting  of  licenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  £18/5/0. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912  to  1934. 

Considerable  attention  was  paid  to  the  administration  of 
the  above  Acts  during  the  year.  A total  of  152  visits  of 
inspection  being  made,  mainly  during  the  evenings  and  on 
Thursday  afternoons,  the  weekly  half-holiday.  During  the 
course  of  these  visits  it  was  necessary  to  caution  32  persons

for  breaches  of  these  acts.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken 
against  three  persons,  one  of  whom  had  been  previously  pros- 
ecuted for  the  sale  of  prohibited  articles  after  the  general 
closing  hours,  but  two  cases  were  dismissed,  the  other  defend- 
ant being  fined  10/-.  Since  the  institution  of  the  proceedings 
mentioned  above  a marked  improvement  has  been  noticed  in 
the  case  of  several  shopkeepers  who  have  previously  been  in 
the  habit  of  keeping  open  after  hours.  There  are  five  local

THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

The  Shops  Act,  1934,  which  came  into  force  in  January, 
1935,  places  many  extra  duties  upon  the  shops  inspector,  some 
of  which  can  only  be  carried  out  by  a qualified  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Your  late  inspector  advocated  the  appointment 
of  a qualified  assistant  to  help  to  perform  these  duties  ; I 
endorse  this  suggestion,  because  with  the  present  inadequate 
stall  the  duties  cannot  and  are  not  being  carried  out  as  they 
should  be.  85  shops  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act.  In  most  instances  conditions  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  Where  improvement  was  necessary  and 
where  the  requirements  of  the  Act  were  not  being  complied 
with,  notice  was  given  to  the  respective  occupiers.

GENERAL. 

Concerning  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  the  most 
noteworthy  circumstance  was  a serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  Fever  simultaneously,  an  experience  similar  to 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  fortunately 
was  Ioav  although  the  labour  and  cost  was  high. 

After  nearly  five  years  comparative  immunity  from 
Diphtheria  an  epidemic  broke  out  in  November,  1934  and  con- 
tinued till  the  third  week  in  January,  1935.  No  further 
trouble  was  experienced  till  the  beginning  of  June  when 
further  cases  were  notified  followed  by  epidemic  prevalence 
from  the  beginning  of  September  and  still  continued  at  the 
end  of  the  year  under  report. 

Altogether  203  cases  were  notified  with  5 deaths  (com- 
pared with  the  usual  average  of  one  in  20)  but  this  does  not 
take  into  account  the  crippling  after  effects. 

All  the  patients  were  removed  to  hospital  as  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  adjoining  authorities  of  Selby  and  Howden 
to  take  excess  cases.  Thanks  are  due  to  these  Bodies  for 
helping  us  in  the  emergency,  for  whilst  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
may  be  treated  at  home,  Diphtheria  cases  require  skilled 
hospital  nursing  and  to  this  I attribute  the  small  number  of 
deaths. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  the  cases  were  centred 
mainly  round  Alexandra  Street  and  Old  Goole  Council  Schools 
but  very  soon  notifications  were  received  from  all  parts  of  the 
town. 

In  collaboration  with  the  County  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  in  conjunction 
with  the  school  Medical  Officer. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  an  Immunisation  Clinic  was 
started  and  active  propaganda  established. 

In  the  autumn  a special  nurse  was  appointed  to  devote 
her  whole  time  to  home  visiting  and  nursing  Scarlet  Fever 
patients  as  we  were  compelled  to  treat  these  at  home.  We 
were  able  to  arrange  for  a member  of  the  hospital  staff  to  do 
this  work  which  meant  that  it  was  done  well.  She  discovered 
mild  cases  where  no  doctor  was  in  attendance. 

During  the  progress  of  the  epidemic  a considerable 
proportion  of  cases  were  of  the  nasal  variety  in  which  toxic 
symptons  are  absent  but  which  play  an  important  part  in  the 
spread  of  infection. 


In  spite  of  the  strictest  surveillance  of  schools,  examina- 
tion of  contacts,  &c.,  arrest  of  the  epidemic  was  not  manifest 
until  the  Cinemas  of  the  town  were  closed  to  children  under 
school  age  for  a period  of  four  weeks.  Immediately  the 
number  of  cases  declined  and  continued  to  do  so  afterwards. 

This  result  is  what  was  expected  as  the  close  atmosphere 
of  Cinemas  is  favourable  to  the  spread  of  a disease  like 
Diphtheria  which  is  due  to  contact  with  a “Carrier”  who 
harbours  the  specific  germ  although  not  actually  showing 
symptoms  of  the  disease.  The  infection  is  conveyed  by  minute 
droplets  of  sputum  exhaled  by  the  sufferer,  whilst  coughing 
or  even  talking  in  immediate  contact  with  another  person  of 
susceptible  age. 

The  climatic  conditions  were  continuous  rain  and  cold 
from  14th  September  till  the  end  of  the  year. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Sutherland,  the  County  bacteriologist,  gives  the 
following  list  of  positive  swabs  put  out  for  virulence  testr 
showing  results.  Cases,  38  : Intermediate,  2 : Mitis,  6 : 
Gravis,  3. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Wood  Wilson,  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Department  for  his  val- 
uable services.  He  paid  frequent  visits  to  the  town  and 
obtained  the  loan  of  a Diphtheria  film  from  the  Leeds  Health 
Authorities. 

Dr.  Wilson  gave  an  address  to  the  parents  in  which  he 
stated  that  during  1934  in  the  administrative  area  of  the 
County  there  were  about  3,000  cases  of  diphtheria  and  about 
300  deaths. 

In  the  West  Riding  there  were  about  400,000  children  and 
about  70,000  of  them  had  been  immunised.  Among  the 
70,000'  there  had  been  only  30  cases  of  diphtheria. 

There  were  about  330,000  children  not  immunised  and 
amongst  these  in  1934  alone  there  were  4,000  cases  of 
diphtheria. 

In  Goole  there  were  6,000  children  ; of  these  about  1,200 
had  been  immunised  and  only  four  of  them-  contracted  the 
disease  ; of  the  4,800  not  immunised  there  had  been  about 
200  cases. 

Just  as  vaccination  stamps  out  Smallpox  so  immunisation 
will  get  rid  of  Diphtheria  but  “in  order  to  control  diphtheria 
by  immunisation  it  is  necessary  to  inoculate  about  30  per  cent, 
of  the  children  under  five  years  and  50  per  cent,  of  those  over 
the  age  of  five  year's.” 

With  reference  to  the  home  treatment  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  no  death  occured  and  in  no  instance  did  we  discover  a 
secondary  case  from  any  of  these. 
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14  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  with  14  deaths  ! an 
illustration  of  the  way  in  which  false  deductions  may  be 
drawn  from  statistics.  We  know  that  pneumonia  is  not  fatal 
in  every  case  so  the  true  inference  to  be  drawn  is  that  notifica- 
tion is  neglected.  Only  one  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 

Although  provision  is  made  for  the  hospital  treatment 
of  this  disease  a strong  prejudice  continues  against  taking 
advantage  of  this  boon  despite  the  fact  that  all  the  deaths 
were  under  45  years.

During  the  year  30  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  8 new  cases  of  other  forms  of  the  disease  were  notified, 
making  a total  of  38  cases  of  all  forms  of  tubercular  disease. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  the  respiratory  and  four  from 
the  non-respiratory  form  of  the  disease,  giving  a total  death 
rate  of  0.9  per  1,000  persons  living  and  0.7  from  the  respira- 
tory variety  only. 

The  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  for  England 
and  Wales  was  0.6  during  1935. 

Notification  of  tuberculosis  is  efficient  because  forms  are 
received  from  the  County  Authority  but  not  always  from  the 
medical  attendant. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  negligible. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  192fi 
or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1935. 
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Table  showing  particulars  of  tuberculosis  in  Goole  since 
1912  when  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  made  a notifiable 
disease  and  1913  when  all  forms  of  the  disease  were  notifiable.
